The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance of the claimed invention is the inclusion of: the active filter (of 
claims 1-8, 10-13, 15-26, and 28) for providing the passive filter input according to (1) a 
difference between the analog input and the feedback signal, and (2) a gain factor for; 
and the second order low. pass filter (of claims 29-32) for providing a first filtered signal 
according to a filter input and a feedback signal, and a gain amplifier in a feedback loop 
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around the delta-sigma modulator. None of the prior art of record discloses or fairly 
suggests the claimed features in an electronic apparatus. Therefore, the identified 
claims above are allowed.
